It the use of habit form- 
Ing drugs Is on the increase, as 
many dealing with the situation 
assert, that may be cccoected with 
me prob'')ins arising from prohi- 
bition, hu nobody kniAs. 


Agencies dealing with crimes 


arising from civil causes, such as 
Iraud and bankruptcy, 
have

coe o ;nore and more autire in the 
past 
few years, and probably, 


therefore, a higher percentage of 
those guilty of such crimes have 
been sent to prison. Also, it is 
generally true that when times are 
prosperous and there is a great 
deal of ready money about, crime 
of all kinds increases. And times 
lave been prosperous during the 
majority of (be nine years. 


So, after all. what this country 


needs is a thoroughgoing survey 
of 
the 
criminal situation, 
the 


causes of crime, bow to remove 
these causes as far as possible, 
and what to do with those who 
will be criminal under any circum- 
stance s.
